This, I 

believe tne pictures will anew, was actually Oftarlee ateele's garb, fet I am 
oonild® nt be is not erring an purpose, nia recoiiectiens are clear, consistent, 

associated with incidents and details tnat prompt reoail. He was concerned 

about the reputation ox the Trade Harts, wnoae puolio* relatione director m was.

He recalls Dolores Seeley ^correct spelling; very well, she waa his secre- 
tary. It is sue who phoned aim where ae was to inform film of the picketing. She 
is intelligent, Latia^American, from Texas, probably Dallas. tier family is 
connected witn a food business as recalls as hi hmaiz or Jt'r itoa, possibly 
a Mexican- American oafe. She and her husband ike were a out to part wnen she 
wo rksd for aim. Ike got an undesireable discharge for striking an officer. I

Core and ais wifa Cora <u»ve a clear recoiiactien of their friend and former 

Jf'HIa & ant Joe Presley, now retired, though ia uis 50s, living at Serrena 27, 4 - 0 - 

x)sr (sic), rtadrid, Spain. Presley had Dsen tne yjl or an PHI agmnt in tne Havana 

• mo #say until expelled, when no was assigned to hew Orleans. He seems to nave been 

concerned with the diplomatic PHI work locally, not aa a street agent. Jesse was 
a good friend of Warren denrueys, wao ne hasn't seen or heard from in more than a 

year. deBrueys consulted him regularly ab~ut the matin dignataries wno were the 

guests of tae If M or tae city. 

The copy of tae handbill used ia "riot or Politics" is one ha gefct. Cora Core 
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is editor of nodding Carter's Feliean Press, ita puolisner. rhey haa the same 
experinnce with Louisiana Hews on uistribution that X did, when means that, like 
"Oswald in Hew Orleans", tnia book was denied tne maaa local marxut. da also had 
recovered a bailed-up anaabili a« nau turown at Oswald and attached it to a report 
he wrote for Shaw. 

Chandler's recollection that Oswald had a itack of literature inside the 11M 
xs act consistent with Core's, However, he is clear that Os wain nan and he obtained 
sampxes of a number of different items, nob Just the handbill. He had noted com- 
bats in his copy of the barren deport indicating inconsistencies in its accounting

X am quite interested in aia account of clay Shaw's retirement and his 
Vigorous description of hario Bermudez, as an unscrupulous man eapaole of any 
kind of dishonesty, secerning, sinister act. He says Bermudez seems ton bo under k 
the protection of xHoyd J. Coba, president of IiM, a powerful, wealthy man who 
holds tne job as a p.blic service, ns he has sines 1962. Hs says Cobb is a lawyer 
ana, among otner things, a war profiteer. Hie firm is Cobb ana Wright, Whitney 
National Bank Bldg. He say b Cobb is of the extreme kignt. In his account, Cobb cal 
X ed gnaw in and gave aim no choice between being fired ana retirement, with a 
big party. X regard tnis as significant because it indicates possible knowledge 
on code's part. If you recall, at the time of thaw's retirement, only WHli'EWAlH n 
had appeared and it did go into Clay Bertrand. Bren if tne actual date of resigna- 
tion was prior to publication, it was not until after tne manuscript aad been at 
* lar b e number of publishing nausea and, onaoubtedly, hau been xeroxed for tne FBI. 

Jesse cxearly recall toe hashville Wharf dedication ana tne picture he says 
was published in but one edition of the 8 tk tea-item, the orgage-paged one. i’his is 
not tne edition of record but might be found with advertising records because it 
might be needed for billings, he and Cora nave cfcear recollections of Shaw in it. 
i suggest the photograph is in tae newspaper morgue, wnere tne librarian is a 
«r. harde^le. I will oe in further touen with Core.
